An Atlanta correspondent of the New 
York Daily Bulliten, under the date of 
July 15th, says that every acre of land 
avout Atlanta will, from present appear- 
ances, produce all thet the quality of the 
land is capable of. After speaking of the 
crop generally, he describes, the people 
that produce it: 

There are two classes of men that cul- 
tivate cotten—planters and farmers. It 
is from the first class we have heard such 
constant complaints since the war. 
Whilst they have been complaining and 
generally losing money, the latter class 
have keen steadily making money, and a 
very large portion of them in this state 
are now independent, nearly out of deut 
and contented. The planter usually lives 
in a town or village, in good style, owns 
the land he has planted in cotton, buys 
everything on credit and pays large in. 
terest, employs a whiteman as overseer 
at high wages, who has no interest in the 
crop further than to get his pay, The 
planter leaves his house in town and 
goes to the plantation once 
u week and is told by the overseer that 
everything is all right and avery large 
crop is acertainty. The planter, hoping 
this will prove true, borrows more mon- 
ey and takes a summer tour. Upon his 
return, the overseer tells him the drouth 
bas destroyed thecrop, or the grass has 
overrun it; and the caterpillars have 
eaten it up, and more than helf a crop is 
impossible. Then we hear from the 
planter that the country is bankrupt and 
1uin inevitable; and this is generally the 
source trom which the stories of ruin ip 
the south come. The farmer owns his 
land also and lives on his farm Some- 
tims he laborsand sometimes ‘does not, 
but he is always at home, looking over 
his farm late and early, and seeing that 
everything is done in orderand at the 
right time. He borrows no money and 
pays no interest and does not go in debt. 
If the crop fails, as it often does, you 
hear no complaints from him, but he 
works the harder, and when there is a 
fine crop, a3 was last year, and is likely 
10 be this, he bas money to loan, but 
will not loan it to bis neighbor (the 
planter) because the farmer does believe 
that he will be successful if he lives in 
town, away from his interests and em- 

loys another man to attend to1t for him.

A SCENE OF RUIN FROM TOULOUSE TO 
THE GATES OF BORDEAUX, 


[Bordeaux Corres of London Standard | 


He said now we, 


Very seldom have I seen ruin more 
complete, or a more thorough scene of 
devastation than is presente@wby the long 
line of country from Toulouse to the very 
gates of Bordeaux. It would be difficult, 
indeed impossibie, to form an estimate of 
it after a mere flying survey. Iu many 
villages not only have houses been either 
gutted or knocked down by the stream, 
but everything in the shape of clothes, 
furniture, wagons, sgricultural imple- 
ments, horses and cattle have beén swept 
away. The hay, which in many instances 
was cut, though not yet stacked, may be 
seen in dense wisps*on the trees some 


twenty feet high. Some of the trees 
‘naturally have been levelled with the 
ground, but all of them have been bowed 
und forced down in one direction by the 
impctuosity of the current, and in some 
instances both the road, and, what it 
seems almost a mockery to describe as 
the ‘permanent way” of the line from 
Toulouse to Bordeaux, is destroyed in 
parts, as though a mine o1 torpedo had 
been fired acruss it. 


THE FIELDS, 


and especially the corn fields, look as if 
they had been pressed down bya gigantic 
roller, and both corn and vines are cov- 
ered with a thick layer of mud, varied 
now and then by being powdered with 
gritty sand. As to the wheat, the crop 
is lost; the Vines, except in such cases as 


they have been torn up, being yet far 
from maturity, may recover; plenty of 
rain would clean them and wash away 
the mud before the torrid heat of mid- 
summer, of which we have had a speci- 
men for the last two days.
